From March 17 to 29 at the Straw- 
hridga and Clothier store, Suburban 
Square, there will be displayed two 
types of packages which may be 
sent to Europe through the non- 
profit relief organization, CAKE, 
Cooperative for American Remit- 
tances tb Europe, SO Broad St., New 
York City. 

One package contains two wool 
blankets and sewing material. The 
other is a new food package which 
leading food experts and nutrition- 
ists have designed to coiribat food 
scarcities in Europe. It contains 
raw materials from which the re- 
cipient can make cooked foods suit- 
able to his own tastes and national 
habits. 
National Dishes 

Different national foods which 
can be made from the new CARE 
food package were recently demon- 
strated by embassy chefs of the 12 
European countries in which CARE 
operates. At the Greek embassy, 
they had "potatoes mousaka," a 
typical Greek meat-and-potato pic. 
The French chef prepared "crepes 
fourrees au foie gras," and the Pol- 
ish embassy produced "makaron 
zapiekany 'z Szynka," a type of 
noodles and ham au gratin. 

The popular Finnish coffee breads 
and short breads were prepared at 
that embassy, while out of the kit- 
chen of the Italian embassy came 
"tagliatelle," ordinarily a staple, but 
today a luxury due to the shortage 
of flour. 

By the end of March, CARE will 
have delivered 45,000,000 pounds of 
ration-free, tax-free, duty-free food 
to the 12 European countries which 
it serves.

Know Your 
State 

One of the most important proj- 
ects now being undertaken by re- 
search agencies In the State Is the 
development of non-fuel uses for 
anthracite. 

It is not likely that for many 
years more anthracite will be used 
industrially than is employed in the 
heating of American homes, but 
within recent years the many val- 
uable properties of this mineral are 
receiving increased attention. 
Geological History 

Anthracite is the purest form of 
solid carbon found in nature with 
the exception of graphite and the 
diamond. Its geological history goes 
back remote ages when a dense 
growth of tree ferns and club- 
mosses occupied most of the present 
area of Pennsylvania. Decay of this 
vegetation in the moist air of that 
distant age formed huge beds of 
plant mold which, as the land sub- 
sided, were covered with thick lay- 
ers of mud. 

After this material had hardened 
through long ages, it was subjected 
to very great side pressures orig- 
inating in the bed of the Atlantic 
Ocean. It is these pressures which 
produced the peculiar properties of 
anthracite as compared to bitumi- 
nous coal, and since the pressures 
resulted in the folding and uptilting 
of the areas in which the coal meas- 
ures are found, they have also add- 
ed greatly to the difficulties of an- 
thracite mining. 

One conseq-ence of this history 
has been that anthracite is a much 
denser material than any other 
form of coal and contains less gas 
and oil. That is why anthracite is 
so widely used as a smokeless fuel. 
Its industrial uses are quite dif- 
ferent from those of bituminous 
coal, but it is only in recent years 
that they have been much devel- 
oped. 

For instance, it is found that 
Pennsylvania's hard coal is the best 
filter medium for municipal use that 
has yet been developed. Because it 
is an almost pure form of carbon, 
it does not react with the chemical 
salts in a water supply and can be 
washed much cleaner than silica 
sand. It is also lighter in weight 
and cleans more easily. Because of 
these advantages it has been em- 
ployed in municipal water niters in 
more than 30 of our States and in 
several foreign countries. 
Varied Uses 

Reduced to pure carbon, anthra- 
cite becomes a raw material for 
the manufacture of many elecrical 
products such as telephone carbon, 
carbon brushes for motors, and car- 
bon battery plates. It is used in the 
sintering of ores, in the manufac- 
ture of graphite, as a pigment in 
paint, and as a road-making ma- 
terial.

Primary Date 
Is Changed 

Will Be Held 

Sept. 9, Not June 17 

County Commissioners Frederick 
C. Peters, Foster C. Hillegass and 
Raymond K. Mensch, who compose 
the Montgomery County Board of 
Elections, announced this week that 
the State's primary election will 
be held September 9 instead of June 
17, as previously scheduled. 

This change is duo to action of 
the State Legislature which passed 
the Tallman bill changing the pri- 
mary date, in odd numbered years, 
from the third Tuesday in June to 
the second Tuesday in September. 

Prior to the war the primary date 
was fixed, in odd numbered years, 
for the second Tuesday in Septem- 
ber, but that was shifted to the 
June date to facilitate military bal- 
loting. 

Another provision of the measure, 
which has been signed by Governor 
James H. Duff, requires that nomi- 
nation petitions be filed 50 days 
before the primary instead of 71 
days as had been the custom during 
the war years. The new law also 
fixes the first day to circulate peti- 
tions as June 21 and the last day 
to file petitions July 21.
